COTTON ACREAGE 


MORE THIS YEAR 


The -Tennessee Valley has a larger 
acreage in cotton this year than last, 
according to figures announced today 
by F. W. Gist, state statistician, and 
based on figures made public by the 
Departm ent of A griculture at W ash­ 
ington. 
Mr. Gist estim ates thu Tennessee 
Valley acreage in 1922 at 
439,000, 
rompa» ed with 385,000 in 1921. 
The 
condition of the the crop also is bet­ 
ter this year than last in North Ala 
imma, a condition of 71 being report­ 
ed, compared with 67 in 1921. ’ 
An acreage of 2,995,000 and a con­ 
duce of 68 per cent of normal for 
die state, as reported for cotton in 
Alabama at this time,»indicates a crop 
of 767,000 bales to be produced in 
the state this year, according to a 
statem ent issued today by Mr. Gist, 
after receipt of the acreage and con­ 
dition estim ate as of the 25th of June 
¿rom the W ashington office of the 
)ureau.
